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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues, "Suuronen teaches free 
movement of the axle and eccentric mass and fails to teach any type of means for stopping or braking the axle or eccentric mass.", 
"Suuronen teaches the free movement of the axle and eccentric mass and fails to teach, suggest, or describe means for stopping the 
movement of the axle or eccentric mass prior to switching the device to "a[n] induced electrical signal operation" as in claim 5." 

The examiner would like to quoted again paragraph 12 in the Suuronen reference, "when the electric motor is not rotating the axle, the 
axle and its eccentric mass move freely under the influence of external forces exerted on the mass."; Where the electric motor is controlled 
to stop the rotating axle, once the rotating axle stops, it is moved by the external force applied on the mass, as described by Suuronen. The 
prior art of record reads on the limitations; therefore, the rejection is maintained. 

In addition, since applicant incorporated the content of claim 4 into independent claims 1 1 and 12, the scope of these claims and its 
correponding dependent claims have changed; therefore, the amendment will not be entered. 
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
